Tbe w.u-.ls are Kn-noli, "pari” m.-aninj; equal 
anil "mutitel” an InterehanKe, division or partiei- 
pat ion. 

it is a form of sweejistakos in which <*acli investor 
puts au e.|ual atnonnt into tbe )mmiI. ami tbe winner 
takes it all. There is no biH.kmaker to j;et bis 
Lit to 40 iM*r cent., with bis adilitional advantaite 
of stable information, ex|M*rt bandieappitiK. bis 
knowleil<;e of horses and of tbe men who conirid 
tln-m. etc. It is the public — that is. tlie iH-ttors 
as a whole and not the bisikmakers — which makes 
tbe odds, tlie entire amount of money tliat is rc- 
cciveil in all of tbe pari-mutuel maeliines guiu); 
into a jrem*ral pind, from wbieli the wimiiuK tickets 
an* )>aid. 

It was originated or invented in Paris by Joseph 
Oiler, a man of consid.-rable iujienuity and enter 
prise. In I’aris before ISG” betting on tbe results 
of liorse races was eontined to private indivi.lnals; 
tliere was no pnbiie system. Tlie luiokmaker tlour- 
islied in Kiiglaud. Imt was unknown in France. 
Hilt in lfit:2 an English iierfmner who bad a littl" 
shop tin tbe Boulevard des Caimeliies inangnrate.l 
among ids wealthy patrons a plan of betting almost 
similar to tlie ban.llHMiking of the present day. tlie 
only dilTereiiee being that he made Ills own odds and 
wh»*n *hls lMs)k was full or “rounded'*' so that he 
would stand to win no matter what horse won. the 
book was closed. Tills was the beginning of liook- 
niaking in France, ulthongli it never readied large 
proiMirtions until ten years later. 

In the meantime, as the interest in horse racing 
increased, Joseph Oiler invented a new system, 
in wliieli any one was free to take [lart. It was 
not a li'gitimate p<K>l or IsKik. as the tuiyer of a 
ticket liad no opportunity to select the horse he 
wanteil. or to use his knowlwlge of fonn. It was 
simply a lottery. Ob tlie official program of tlic 
races eacli horse was given a number. These num- 
lK*rs were inscribed on cards. The cards were shaken 
np in a bag or cylinder, and each holder of a 
ticket in the pool drew a card. The person who 
lield tile number of the winning horse took the jmx)! 
— the aggregate of tlie stakes less ten per cent. 
.■oniniissi.Mi to tbe )mn)1 seller. 

’Hiis form of bettjng lH?eanie very popular on the 
rae.‘ tracks, lint liad tlie disadvantage of giving 
till* liettor no option in selecting a Iiorse. It was a 
pure lottery. Wliat was ne.'iled was some system 
wliere tlie liettor could make his own selection 
and not be dependent nism diance. It liegaa to 
lose its iK.puIarity, and iMiokniaking began to in- 
crease not onl.v on the tracks, but in tlie cities. 

Tlieii it was that OJler’s active brain got busy. 
Competition had liewme great, and the interest In 
racing was constantly increasing. So, in the early 
’70s, he came before the public with a new 
scheme — the ‘‘pari-inntnels” — a system in vogue 
in Fraiwe today, ami also in Australia, where It 
Is called the “totalisator.” It also prevailed in tlii.s 
country for many years, or until liookinaking sup- 
planted it in pulilic favor. 

In France, also, in lS7o, it finally gave way to 
tlie English system of bookmaking. Tlien came the 
organizutiou of the Association of Racing Societies, 
and liookmaking reached its golden age. The book- 
makers were everywhere; they thronged every race 
course. They sold tickets In all large cities, and 
especially in Paris. But abuses arose. Tbe book- 
maker was corrupting the turf. There were fre- 
quently scandalous proceedings, and the public 
press ojicned its batteries. 'The government could 
no longer close its eyes to tlie evil, and in 1SS7 a 
ministerial circular suppressed bookinakiug. 

There was nothing to do but to revive the old 
“pari-mutuel,” which the Indefatigable Oiler suc- 
ceeded in doing under government authorization. 
The system was carefull.v developed and organized, 
and eventually placed under control of the govern- 
ment, where It is today. It deducts eight per cent, 
from all moneys which pass through tbe pari- 
mutuel boxes or machines. Tbe government, how- 
ever, takes no portion of this commission; It 
merely distributes It, and at the same time regu- 
lates the system. Of this eight per cent., four 
{ler cent, is used for the working expenses, a large 
force of officials and clerks being necessary as 
ticket sellers, cashiers, mathematicians, etc. ; two 
per cent, is devoted to charities; one per cent, to 
a fund from which premiums are paid to breeders, 
and the remaining one per cent, to provide water 
for districts unable to seenre it otherwise. In the 
old days, at Churchill Downs, Jerome Park, Mon- 
mouth, Saratoga, etc., but five per cent, was 
charged, and this will also be the amount deducted 
as commission for expenses, etc., at Churchill Downs 
next month. 

There will be eleven pari-mntnel maefainea In 
operation, seven of them being devoted to “straight” 
betting, two of them for the “place” (1 — 2), and 
two of them for “show” betting (1 — 2 — 3). The 
tickets issned- from them are marked respectively 
“straight,” “second” and “third,” so that there 
can be no mistake in determining their denomina-

lions. All the machines are placed in a row on 
one side of the Itctting ring. the. seven “straight” 
ones l»eing grouped together and plainly designated 
by a large sign overhead; then follow the two 
“place” machines, coupled or side by side; tiien 
the two “third” (or “show”) machines, also coupled. 

Eaah form of betting — straight, second and tlilrd 
—is a separate s.vstem of its own, independent of 
tile other two. The seven straight machines are 
practically one. so far as the result Is coiicern*^!. 
Each of them has its own totallsator, showing tlic 
number of tickets sold in that machine on all tlie 
horses In the race about to be run, but all seven of 
them are automatically connected or controlled by 
a grand totalisntor which Indicates the numlM'r of 
all the straight tickets wherever sold. This totali- 
sator is plact>d conspicuously so that anyone can 
see at ti glance the aggregate numlter of tickets 
tliat have been sold at any time during the prog- 
ress of the betting. It matters nothing, tlierefore, 
in wliich one of the straight machines a ticket is 
purchased: the $.5 paid for it goes into a common 
I>ool of ail the moneys received from the seven 
niacliincs, from which pool the winning tickets arc 
paid. 

The two second or place machines are also 
considered a unit, the amount of money l>et in Isdli 
being comlilned or IuiiukhI Into a single ninonnt, 
from which tlic winning tickets from those two 
macliinos only are paid. (A diagram, given els<>- 
wliero, will ex|ilain this fully aud clearly.) The 
same applies to the third or show machines. 
These two also make a unit that Is separate and 
distinct from the straight and place betting. 

Each pari-iiiutucl machine has ton small coni- 
[lartinenls or lioxes, showing on its face. Each of 
these compartments bears the name of a horse in 
the race to lx* run, and each name so displa.ved has 
a numlx'r, from 1 to 10. corresponding with the 
ticket purchastKl thereon. If there lx* more than 
ten horses in the race nine of them are listed s»*pa- 
ratel.v — one each to nine of the compartments— 
and the others grouped In the “Held,” the latter 
embracing such horses as are commonly conshlerol 
to have little chance to win. Each of -these coni- 
partnu'iits contains a set of tigurcs, controlled 
automaticall.v by a small lever or cruuk, showing 
tlx* numlx'r of tickets .sold on that particular hors<‘. 
-As each ticket is sold It is recorded hy the operator, 
in view of all. Some of the horses ma.v .show :i 
sale of 200 or 300 tickets each, while others ma.v 
only show twenty or thirty, according to inildic 
fiivor. But all alike are recorded autumatlcall.v, 
and in turn are embraced in the total shown above 
the ten names in each iiiachine. These totals— one 
each for the seven straight machines— are also in 
turn taken up automatically by an electric dovicc 
and recorded in a grand lotalisalor. as heretofore 
oxplaiiR'd.

To each of the above results ($15.70 and $30.50) 
must be added the original Investment money of $5 
each, which was deducted In the first Instance, so 
that Parole pays $20.70 (or about 3 to 1) and Fel- 
lowplay $35.50 for each place ticket. 

The calculation for the third-place tickets is sim- 
ilar to the foregoing, the only difference being that, 
in making it, provision must be made for three sets 
of winning tickets in the pool, instead of two, as in 
the place betting. The sums received by both of 
the third-place machines are combined, and after 
making the necessary deductions (In like manner as 
shown above), the remainder of the pool is divided 
into three parts, one-third being apportioned to the 



tickets on Fellowplay, and the remaining one-tblrd 
to the show tickets on Hindoo. 

In the event that two hors»*s run a dead heat for 
first place, the money in the straight mutuels is 
divided in the same manner as in the division of the 
Itlaee money in the Parole-Fellowplay case.

tween the horses which finished second, third and 
fourth. 

if, while the betting is In progress, a horse should 
lie excused by the Judges Ix'cause of disability or 
other cause, the pooling Is not affected thereby, and 
all mutuel lx*ts stand. The tickets purchased on the 
liorse that has lx*en declari-d arc roileemi'il at $5 
each, such amount being subtracted from the pool. 

To avoid any possildlity of collusion or fraud iii 
the o|x?ration of the pari-imituol inaehines, they 
will lx? hx'ked from the Judges’ stand when the 
horses reach the post. Each machine lias a con- 
trivance whicli is conlroll<*d by electricit.v, so tliat 
wlieii a Imttoii is pivss«*d In tlii* Judges’ stand, all 
of the machines are l«x*ked siinultaneously. It will 
thus lx* iniixissihle to ring up additional tickets on 
the winner after or while the race is Ix'iiig run. 

'riu* pari-mutuels have^miiny advantages over 
liookmaking. In the matter of percentage alone 
there is a saving to the Ix-ttor of from 16 to 30 
|x*r eont. lii the mutuels, 5 ix>r cent, only Is 
charged against the bolfor; in tlie Ixsiks tlie per- 
i-enlage against him Is si'ldom less than 12 and 
someUiiies as high as 40. Tliis can easil.v lie doiu- 
onstrated liy reference to the racing charts jiiili- 
lislied dail.v. Here, for example. Is a race s<*lected 
at random, wliieh was run recently at New Orleans. 
It is taken from Daily Racing Form. It is an 
average case — not an extreme or exiiggcraled one.
